The  City  of  Boston  Licensing  Board  has 
ordered  two  gay  bars,  Jacques  and  THE 
OTHER  SIDE,  to  relocate  by  December 
31,1975  or  face  suspension  of  their  liq- 
uor licenses.  The  bars  have  been  the 
center  of  a three -year -old,  volatile  po- 
litical dontroversy  involving  many  city 
officials  and  members  of  the  Bay  Vil- 
lage Neighborhood  A sociation,  the 
community  group  which  has  been  trying 
to  close  the  bars. 


The  Licensing  Boards  ruling  was  made 
"on  account  of  testimony  in  public  hear- 
ings and  in  the  interest  of  the  public 
good,  " according  to  Chairman  Charles 
L.  Byrne,  who  noted  that  the  bars  were 
charged  with  dozens  of  violations  be- 
tween December  and  March  alone.

In  1911,  the  later  to  become  infamous 
FATTY  ARBUCKLE  made  audiences  laugh 
and  giggle  when  he  appeared  in  several 
one  reelers  as  a bathing  beauty.  His  ro- 
tund figure  and  his  jolly  smile  made  him 
a natural  woman  on  the  silver  screen.  Al- 
though Sarony  and  Arbuckle  titillated  movie 
going  audiences  with  their  drag  perform- 
ances, these  were  regarded  as  camp  and 
not  taken  seriously  since  both  perform- 
ers were  comics  anyway.  Other  comed- 
ians who  jumped  on  the  drag  bandwagon 
include  Charlie,  Murray,  Hank  Mann, 

Fritz  Schade  and  Charlie  Chase.  But  it 
wasn't  until  1914  when  the  gruff,  butch, 
masculine  WALLACE  BERRY  started

his  film  career  by  making  32  one  reel- 
ers  as  a housemaid  by  the  name  of 
SWEEDIE.  And  Berry  spent  the  entire 
year  in  drag  making  personal  appear- 
ances to  promote  the  character.  To 
illustrate  the  extent  to  which  Hollywood 
has  gone  to  bury  its  rich  past  in  drag-- 
out  of  the  32  films 'that  Beery  made, 
only  one  (1)  survives  today  to  be  enjoy- 
ed by  film  collectors. 

The  success  of  Beery  with  his  Sweedie 
characterization  prompted  another  la- 
ter to  be  heralded  as  the  greatest  co- 
median and  actor  of  all  times  to  dabble 
in  drag.  I'm  speaking  of  none  other 


than  CHARLIE  CHAPLIN  who,  in  1914, 
made  a one  reel  short  entitled,  THE  MAS- 
QUERADER which  originally  was  called, 
FEMALE  IMPERSONATOR.  The  film 
proved  to  be  a great  success  since  Char- 
lie played  it  seriously.  He  followed  that 
film  up  with  the  now-classic  two-reeler 
entitled,  A WOMAN  which  all  other  drag 
performers  have  copied. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Roaring  Twenties 
came  all  sorts  of  drag  performances 
on  the  screen  but  the  one  wThich  is  truly 
fantastic  is  that  of  GLORIA  SWANSON 
impersonating  a determined  man  in  the 
film,  TNE  DANGER  GIRL.  I only  came

As  we  approach  the  era  of  talking  mo- 
tion pictures  a now-famous  comedy  team 
made  a series  of  films  as  husband  and 
wife  namely,  LAUREL  AND  HARDY.  Stan 
Laurel  was  always  the  wife,  and  Hardy  was 
the  chauvinistic  husband  always  on  the 
ready  to  berate  and  belittle  his  "wife". 
Their  success  in  drag  carried  over 
from  the  silent  era  to  the  sound  era  and 
they  constantly  appeared  in  drag  practi- 
cally to  the  end  of  their  film  careers. 

One  of  the  more  famous  stage  perfor- 
mers to  appear  on  the  screen  in  the 
late  20's  and  early  30's  was  the  famous 
JULIAN  ELTINGE.  This  man  became 
so  famous  and  accepted  as  a perform- 
er that  a theatre  was  built  and  named 
in  his  honor.  The  theatre  still  stands 
today  on  West  42nd  Street  between  7th 
and  8th  Avenues  and  is  now  called  the 
EMPIRE.  Then  it  was  called  the  El- 
tinge  and  was  a legitimate  Broadway 
stage  showcase. 


In  1929,  the  man  of  a thousand  faces, 
LON  CHANEY  appeared  as  the  old  lady 
who  owns  a pet  shop  in. "the  classics,  THE

UNHOLY  THREE.  The  film  was  orig- 
inally silent  but  since  it  was  such  a huge 
success,  it  was  remade  in  sound  and 
also  marks  Chaney's  last  screen  ap- 
pearance. In  this  film,  Chaney  is  really 
a con  man  who  gets  in  drag  to  elude; 
the  police  department. 

The  success  of  Chaney  prompted  many 
screen  personalities  to  get  into  drag 
namely  JACK  BENNY  in  Hollywood  Re- 
vue of  1929,  JOE  E.  BROWN,  GUS  SCHAEl- 
LING,  JAMES  CAGNEY  and  others.  The 
War  Years  (1941-1945)  enabled  the  art 
of  impersonation  to  gain  a foothold  in 
the  annals  of  screen  entertainment.  People 
went  to  the  cinemas  to  escape  from  the 
horrors  of  war  and  screen  personalities 
who  appeared  in  drag  in  this  period  in- 
clude, RED  SKELTON,  BING  CROSBY  , 
MICKEY  ROONEY,  THE  BOWERY  BOYS, 
ANDY  DEVINE,  IRVING  BERLIN  and 
JUDY  CANOVA.  We  were  still  in  an 
innocent  age  and  all  age  groups  of 
people  accepted  these  impersonations 
as  good,  healthy  entertainment. 

With  the  advances  in  psychology  and 
psychiatry  made  since  the  40's,  Holly- 
wood has  become  more  cautious  in  screen 
impersonations.  Anyone  performing  in 
such  a role  today  would  create  an  impres- 
sion in  many  people's  minds,  that  the  per- 
former might  in  reality  be  a transvestite. 

The  gay  liberation  movement  tried  to 
hurt  the  transvestite  and  the  drag  by 
classifying  them  as  gay  sterotypes  but 
their  tactics  have  failed  as  their  move- 
ment has.  We  can  now  see  that  Holly- 
wood is  reverting  to  the  proliferation  of 
drag  screen  appearances  of  its  early  days 
and  this  is  a healty  and  heartening  turn 
of  events.

In  Memoriam 


Phil  Black 

1903-1975 


Phil  Black  began  his  career  in 
1924  when  female  impersonators 
were  being  headlined  in  vaudeville. 
Dressed  as  a female,  Phil  would  go 
to  Cake  Walks  with  a buddy,  often 
winning  first  prize  as  the  best 
couple.  He  also  appeared  at 
Halloween  parties  in  drag  in  his 
hometown  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  With 
encouragement  from  friends,  Phil 
got  a wardrobe  together  and  began 
his  first  professional  engagement  at 
the  Little  Paris  ClubThis  was  to 
result  in  his  working  there  for  two 
years  as  an  impersonator.  This  was 
followed  with  other  engagements  in 
that  area  until  1927. 

Then  he  joined  a show  called 
"Shufflin  Sam"  and  went  on  the 
road  for  five  months,  traveling  as 
farwest  as  Iowa.  For  the  next  six 


years  Phil  appeared  in  night  clubs  in 
and  around  Atlantic  City,  ending 
this  period  of  his  career  at  the 
Purple  Derby  where  he  remained  for 
three  years.  Working  with  other 
impersonators  Phil  was  the  only 
black  entertainer  in  the  group. 


Then  Phil  came  to  New  York 
City  where  he  became  popular  with 
the  night  club  crowds  in  Greenwich 
Village  and  Harlem,  including  a two 
year's  run  at  the  Elk's  Rendesvous. 


After  that  Phil  delighted  audiences 
at  Rockheads  Paradise  in  Montreal, 
Canada. 

By  1948  he  was  promoting  boat 
rides  up  the  Hudson  River  during 
the  summer.  Other  club  appearances 
included  the  Mayfair  Lounge  in 
New  York;  the  Harlem  Club  in 
Saratoga  Springs;  Bowman's  Melody 
Room  in  New  York;  and  Capitol 
City  in  Washington,  D.C. 

In  later  years  Phil  became  famous 
for  his  "Funmakers  Balls"  which 
attracted  thousands  of  costumed 
people  to  a large  ballroom  in 
Harlem. 

In  1965  Phil  appeared  in  a film 
called  "The  Pawnbroker." 


Phil's  act  was  a song  and  dance 
routine  — in  his  younger  years  he 
would  do  high  kicks  in  his 
dancing...a  specialty  he  was  very 
proud  of.  He  prefered  to  use  his  real 


name,  contrary  to  the  practice  of 
many  of  the  professional 
impersonators  who  chose  feminine 
stage  names.  It  is  said  that  he 
designed  and  made  his  own 
wardrobe. 

Claiming  to  be  able  to  transform 
himself  into  a female  in  a record  20 
minutes,  Phil  considered  his  face 
and  legs  his  greatest  attributes. 

Phil  Black  died  July  10  in  New 
York  City  at  the  age  of  72.  He  was 
born  on  New  Year's  day,  1903.  in 
Sharpsburgh,  Pa.  He  was  truly  one 
of  the  greats  in  the  business!

The  best 
feature  remains  the  entertainment  por- 
tion of  the  contest,  in  which  you  get  a 
jigger  of  Brandy  Alexander,  a dash  of 
Gypsy  bittersweets  combined  with  a shake 
of  lovable  disorientation  from  Matty,  the 
original  Miss  Fire  Island.  All  of  which 
adds  up  to  a fun  romp  in  between  the  con- 
testants. The  emcees  do  not  take  them- 
selves seriously  and  are  constantly  intro- 
ducing local  favorite  entertainers  just 
flying  in  especially'  for  the  contest  from 
Las  Vegas,  Miami  or  Puerto  Rico  or 
whatever  pops  into  their  heads  at  the  mo- 
ment. 

A special  comment  is  called  for  by  the 
audience.  They  are  one  of  the  most  re- 
sponsive a person  could  ever  have.  They 
truly  do  clap,  stomp  and  cheer  fqr  their 
favorite  flower.  We  all  do  wish  to  be 
wanted  girls. 

Of  course  the  contestants  must  be  want- 
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ed,  as  with  the  usual  delay  in  starting  the 
total  contest  which  is  just  one  parade  runs 
about  4-count-em-4  hours.  This  is  a long 
time  for  a chiffon  to  swirl! 

Of  greater  interest  to  this  reviewer,  and 
to  the  drag  at  large  is  the  fact  that  the  po- 
lice department  always  attends  as  special 
guests  of  the  community  and  has  an  obvious 
good  time.  They  wouldn't  miss  it  for  the 
world--even  if  some  of  the  prettier  cops 
do  get  propositioned  to  break  the  sodomy 
statutes  by  some  of  the  contestants  ! 
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We  were  blest  this  year  with  an  unusu- 
ally benevolent  day.  This  was  lucky 
as  the  contest  is  held  after  Labor  Day 
to  extend  the  business  season  of  the 
summer  resort.  And  my  dears,  busi- 
ness is  just  what  the  contest  is

It  is  operated 
by  and  for  - the  benefit  of  Fire  Island  Gays, 
who  wish  to  dress  up  for  the  occasion.  Lo- 
cal favorites  are  indeed  favored,  and  as 
sense  of  'clique-ishness ' prevades  the  win- 
ners. The  rules  appear  to  be  weighted  as 
to  disaualify  any  outside  competition.  This 
is  unfortunate  as  the  crowd  does  respond

to  all  the  drags  on  parade.  It  is  also  most 
unfair  to  the  kids  who  invest  time  and 
money  in  a contest,  in  which  they  have  no 
chance  of  placing,  let  alone  winning. 

No  one  seeks  to  deny  that  the  officials 
have  a right  to  choose  someone  who  is 
representative  of  their  community.  But, 
this  should  be  made  known  in  advance.  As 
it  is,  people  come  away  feeling  that  'out- 


siders',  ie,  non  Fire  Islanders,  are  only- 
being  used  to  extend  and  dress  up  the  con- 
test. 

Even  this  is  all  right  for  professionals  and 
the  like,  who  wish  to  test  a gown,  or  make- 
up or  impersonation  before  a responsive  au- 
dience, but  it  is  most  disheartening  to  the 
beginner  or  amateur,  who  is  seeking  to 
compete  fairly.  The  issue  of  cosmetic 
surgery,  needs  clarification  , especially. [s 
it  legal  for  favorites  but  not  for  the  out- 
siders? There  is  a definite  discrepancy 
here,  as  one  year  someone  was  disquali-

Club).  We  wish  owners  would  stop  packing 
their  clubs  to  rafters,  with  persons  pay- 
ing astronomical  prices  for  tickets,  when 
only  half  the  place  can  see  the  contest. 
People  were  hotly,  and  at  one  point  almost 
riotiously  demanding  their  money  back,  and 
rightly  so,  for  this  reason.  The  business  of 
starting  a contest  1 1/2  to  2 hours  beyond 
the  starting  time  so  people  will  drink  more 
has  got  to  stop.
